The succesees of the Teutons and the 
Bulgarians were almost unbniken. The 
Invading forces consisted of a vaat 
amount of heavy artillery, with small 
Infantry supporting forces. They 
shelled the Serblana out of posltlun 
after p<isltlon In an avalanche of sti-<'l 
to which the Herblana could make no 
reply. 

Small forces of French and Bngllah 
landed at 8alonlkt, a Qrvek port to 
which Serbia tod certain entry pctvl- 
Isfsa, aad did sonwthlng to covar tto 
retreat of tto asrbiana by 
Ito Bulfsrlaas to tto South.
